That 
they have long felt this humiliating 
necessity,, I was and I am satisfied, and 
also that they were ready and anxious 
to avail themselves of the- first oppor¬ 
tunity that may present itself for escap¬ 
ing from under It/' 

(3) "That opportunity came when the 
services of Naravanaswamy Cbetty, 
whom they esteemed to bean excellent 
teacher became available to them, and 
i cannot see why they are to be in any 
way blamed for engaing him, simply 
because, owing to some apparently 
not very serious personal disagreement 
with the Rev, Mr. Macmillan, he was 
quitting the post in Mel lore Mission 
School the Missionaries at the same 
time doing their best to obtain for him 
as lucrative a situation elsewhere." 

(4) 1 1 am satisfied that there is no 
foundation whatever for Mr. Barrow's 
theory, that it was this young stranger, 
NarayanaswamyChetty who moved the 
school committee to espouse his cause 
and set up an opposition school in a 
spirit of revenge. If Mr, Barrow had 
known the native gentleman concerned

(5) "The language that has been so 
freely applied to those native gentle¬ 
men by Messrs. Hardinge, Barrow and 
the Missionaries is, in my opinion, to 
be very much regretted, 1 consider it 
insulting and unjustifiable, and I am 
sum that it will find no countenance 
with you/' 

(6) "You have yourself admitted that 
there is room for two Higher class 
Schools in Nel lore, and there can be 
no doubt whatever of this, when the 
present strength of the two schools is 
compared with the maximum strength 
at any previous lima of the Mission 
School alone/" (The strength oftheFCM 
School, before the opening of the Hindu 
School was 350 and that of the two 
school's at that time (1876) was 500. 

(7) " I cannot agree with you that the 
Hindu school should have no matricu¬ 
lation classes. The results of this year 
will, I expect, lead you to change this 
opinion" (In 1 8 5 three pupils took the 
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Matriculation Examination and 2 passed, 
In 1876, 9 appeared and 8 passed), 

(S) "There being in my opinion no 
grounds whatever for withholding aid 
from this school unless it be an abso¬ 
lute want of funds, 1 trust that if funds 
can in any way be made available, you 
will see your way to give it substantial 
aid., To deny this would, I cannot but 
hold, bo irreconcilable with justice 
while you continue to subsidize the 
Mission School— - "

This threat institution which occupies 
a pride of plate Sn the history of the dist¬ 
rict had its humble beginnings ten decades 
back. h has malured to its present magni¬ 
tude and stature, certainly by dint of 
industry and. relentless efforts of integrity! 
in voicing acts of great sacrifice on the part
